Russia.—The following information is from the report by the 
British Vice-Consul at Kharkov (Mr. C. Blakey) on the trade of that 
district in 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 


“‘T cannot urge too strongly the opening of branches of British firms 
for such goods as find a large sale on the Russian market, but of which 
the sale requires closer touch with the purchaser or is dependent upon 
credit being given. ‘The sale of British goods, more particularly in 
the engineering trades, backed as they are by superior quality and 
reasonable prices, would receive a strong impetus by such sales organisa- 
tions. An independent agent cannot be relied on to put his energies 
and capital into the sale of a British firm’s goods if he sees his way 
to more profitable business by pushing competing goods or by starting 
the manufacture himself. Pushing and reliable agents are rare, and 
the loss of such an agent may mean the loss of the trade.”

Germany, Pomerania.— The following information is from the report 
by H.M. Consul at Stettin (Mr. R. Bernal) on the trade of Pomerania 
in 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 

Attention is drawn to the vague manner in which many enquiries 
from British firms are worded. Requests for the names of agents 
and customers are so drawn up that it is difficult to arrive at a 
definite conclusion as to what may be required of the agent, or what 
terms are offered, whether to sell on commission, &c., or what 
particular article is to be handled, so that the selection of a hkely 
person among the large number of agents becomes frequently more a 
matter of chance than of suitability. 

The above remarks apply equally to firms desiring to export such 
articles as chemicals, drugs, &c. The bare mention of the name of a 
chemical, without any details as to the trade or industry in which it 
is used, renders it no easy matter, in many cases, to ascertain which 
factories may use, or which firms may purchase, the product in 
question. The difficulty is further increased should the British and 
German names be entirely different,-or the product be new.

United States of America, Philadelphia.—H.M. Consul at Pinla- 
delphia (Mr. W. Powell) reports that firms there importing 
printing paper in reams from the United Kingdom have pointed 
out to him that if the cut paper could be packed in cases or, 
if cheaper, in flat board frames instead of in bales, there would 
not be so much damage done to the goods, which in some cases 
have arrived almost useless ; it is estimated that generally about half 
a ream in each bale of paper is spoilt. The packing in cases or 
flat board frames would also obviate the necessity of ream ‘wrapping.

II.— Foreign Trade. 


The value of the direct foreign trade was Hk. taels 848,842,109, 
exceeding the total of 1910, the highest hitherto recorded, by 
Hk. taels 5,043,887. Imports of foreign produce amounted to 
Hk. taels 471,503,948, or an increase of Hk. taels 8,539,049, and 
exports to Hk. taels 377,338,166, or a decrease of Hk. taels 3,495,162. 

As already stated, the trade during the first nine months of the 
year showed great expansion as compared with 1910; and even after 
the collapse brought about in the fourth quarter by political causes, 
imports still continued to pour into the country. Consequently, it 
need surprise no one that, in spite of all that has happened, the total 
value of the imports in 1911 constitutes a record. ‘The increase of 
45 million taels in the value of imports recorded in 1910 was due 
more to the enhanced value of opium and cotton goods than to any 
quantitative gains in other items. In 1911, however, increased 
quantities as well as higher values have co-operated to swell the total. 
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Foreign Trade of China in 1911. 


Kerosene oil and textiles are examples of the former, and the 48 
million odd taels set down for the value of opium well illustrate the 
latter.

The grand promise of the trade panes the first three quarters of 
the year is well illustrated in the above table, showing as it does an 
increase of 57 million pieces as compared with the 1910 figures, to 
which must be added the large blocks of piece goods imported in 
1911 in bond and therefore not yet included in the Customs returns. 
The net importation of cotton yarn, 1,860,126 piculs, however, has 
fallen off as compared with that of 1910 by some 422,846 piculs, 
chiefly in the Indian variety. Japanese yarn has also been imported 
in decreased quantity, viz., 767,345 piculs, as against 937,908 piculs 
in 1910, a result that was only to be expected in view of the disturbed 
state of her chief markets in China. No doubt, too, the competition 
of China-spun yarn is beginning to tell. 

Imports of kerosene have always been large, but this year are 
enormous and constitute a record, 235,898,240 gallons, or an 
increase of 74,508,657 gallons as compared with 1910. The largest 
gain is to America, viz., some 61 million gallons. Competition has 
been largely instrumental in bringing about the decline in price, 
which in its turn has led to an increased use of this illuminant in the 
towns and villages of China. 

The import of sugar shows little improvement on the 1910 figures, 
which is not to be wondered at. . The consumption of sugar in China 
goes up and down with the prosperity or the reverse of the teeming 
millions of her inhabitants ; and 1911 has been no year for luxuries. 
That food was scarce in the land, is demonstrated by the facts that 
the import of rice from abroad, although 4 million piculs less than in 
1910, was still over 5 million piculs ; while the import of flour rose 
to 2,183,042 picnis, as against 740,841 piculs in 1910. 

(6) Exports.-—The silk crop of the season of 1911 was reported 
superior in quantity but inferior in quality to that of 1910. Prices 
declined in sympathy with the state of unrest in the country, which 
tended to induce holders to part with their stocks. Shipments 
abroad of Chefoo pongees have again fallen off; and it is feared that, 
if easily remediahle defects in the genuine article are not attended to, 
it will have to yield place in Kuropean markets to infinitely inferior 
invitation makes. Shipments of filatures were 55,416 piculs, as com- 
pared with 63,969 piculs in 1910. 
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Foreign Trade of China in 1911, 


The tea crop was good, and exports of black tea (734,180 piculs, 
excluding black brick tea), show an increase of 100,655 piculs as 
compared with 1910. With regard to green tea, the operation of the 
Pure Food enactment in the United States will prevent much of the 
coloured tea of China from entering that market ; but as modifications 
in the preparation of similar teas have been succesfully undertaken 
by growers in Formosa, Japan, and Ceylon, with a view to gaining 
admission for their teas to the American market, there is little doubt 
that a similar procedure, with similar results, will ere long recom- 
mend itself to Chinese cultivators. Meanwhile, other markets are 
opening up for the green tea of China, notably in Bateum. 

The bean crop in Manchuria was not quite so good as in 1910, but, 
nevertheless, the total export abroad under the cognizance of the 
Maritime Customs has slightly increased as compared with 1910. 
The figures are, for 1911, 11,038,340 piculs, valued at Hk. taels 
26,585,543, and for 1910, 10,925,451 piculs, valued at Hk. taels 
21,472,821 a result which suggests a considerable rise in the price of 
this staple. ‘lhe tendency for beans from Manchuria to be skipped 
abroad from the Russian port of Vladivostock is again very noticeable. 
The South Manchuria Railway Company’s wharf at Dairen reports 
an export during 1911 of 165,068 tons to Japan, 73,670 tons to 
China, and 30,362 tons to Europe, while the figures published by the 
Chinese Eastern Railway Companyshow that 347,900 tons were shipped 
to Europe from North Manchuria vid Viadivostock. It will give an 
idea of the productive power of the region to state that the South 
Manchuria Railway handled nearly a million tons of export cargo at 
Dairen, chietly bean, beancake, cereals, and coal during 1911. The 
export abroad of beancake increased by over 3 million piculs, due no 
doubt to the great demand for it to fertilise the sugar fields of 
Formosa. 

The crop of native cotton was again poor, and prices ruled high; so 
much so, that advantage was taken of low prices in America to import 
cotton for the use of the Shanghai mills. Consequently, the export 
abroad fell off from 1,247,304 piculs in 1910 to 877,744 piculs in 
1911. The output of local spinnings tends to increase year by year, 
and China-made yarn would seem to have a great future before it. 

The export of vegetable oils continues to grow. ‘The sensational 
increase of 1910 (nearly double) has, of course, not been repeated, 
but, nevertheless, a steady gain, from 1,437,422 piculs in 1910 to 
1,530,666 piculs in 1911, is recorded. The export of sesamum seed 
has fallen off; but it must be remembered that its chief port of 
export is Hankow. It is satisfactory to note that pig iron and 
iron ore still make a respectable showing, in spite of all that has 
happened in and around Hanyang. There is a welcome increase of 
120,041 piculs in the export of sheep’s wool, and the total export, 
317,569 piculs, suggests that the markets supplied by Tientsin are no 
longer overstocked.

The following are the principal explanatory remarks as to 
interpretation of the above-mentioned headings :— 
No. 356 (A). 

(a) The following explanatory remarks refer only to the advertising 
section of the item. The words “ printed or embossed bags 
and cartons, and calendars and almanacs n.e.i.” in the item 
cover all such articles whether advertising or not. 

(b) Manufuctures of paper, framed (including the weight of the 
frame), ov unframed, having advertisements thereon— 

This wording will cover all manner of paper goods not specifically 
named in the heading, which are advertising in their character. 
Under the provisions of Section 138 of the Customs Act 
1901-1910, Heading No. 356 (a) will embrace manufactures of 
paper specifically or generically included elsewhere in the 
‘Variff if the advertising item rate is higher than that the goods 
would otherwise pay. 

(c) Price Lists n.e.t., Trade Cataloques n.e.i., and Show Cards n.e.1. 

The term “‘Show Cards” does not include blank cards or cards 
showing price only. As to price lists and catalogues the 
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heading applies only to those of a manufacturer, firm or concern 
(Australian or other) issued for business purposes. It does not 
embrace price lists or catalogues issued by a publisher having 
no personal interest in the goods dealt with. 

(d) Printed, photographed or lithographed matter. 

This wording is to be interpreted as embraeing only such matter 
as is clearly of an advertising nature or intended to be used 
for that purpose. 

(e) Publications. 

Kach individual publication must be dealt with on its merits. 

When the primary object is to bring under the notice of the 
reader the wares or business connection ofa particular con- 
cern, ¢.g., by the title of the publication and/or repeated 
references either through the advertising pages, the letter- 
press, or by insets, and where it is clear that the publication 
is issued in the exclusive or practically exclusive interests of 
a firm or concern, Heading No. 356(a) will apply. 

(f) Pretures n.e.1. 

As regards pictures, Heading No. 356(A) applies only to those 
‘used or intended to be used for advertising purposes ” and this 
wording is to be held to apply to pictures which are known in 
the trade as “‘ advertising pictures ” or the predominant use of 
which (either as imported or after printing) is for advertising 
purposes. 

(g) Inner containers, imported containing goods. 

For notes hereon see par. (/) below. 


No. 389. 

(kh) Heading No. 389 has application only to goods which are sade 
of other material than paper (Heading No. 356(A) deals with the 
paper goods) and which are advertising in ther character. Such 
need not: necessarily be for free distribution. 

(i) The Heading applies only to goods which, but for their advertis- 
ing characteristics, would be duty free or rated not higher than 
No. 389. 

{j) Collectors will be guided by the evident probabilities in each 
instance, but the following examples are given as lines the 
advertising characteristics of which are undoubted :— 


(i.) Articles such as pocket knives, pencil cases, shoe lifts, 
thimbles, tape measures, decanters, &c., worded ‘‘ With 
the compliments of. . . . . . .”, or bearing the 
name of an Australian firm or concern (but see (K ii.) 
below). 

(ii.) Articles bearing the name of a commodity, e.q., “‘ Brook 
Whisky,” ‘ Blink’s Soap,” or bearing the brand of 
other articles on the Australian market with or without 
the name of such articles, e.g., “The Sunrise Knife ” 
(‘‘ Sunrise ” being the name of a well-known tobacco). 
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() On the other hand the following are not considered articles of 
an advertising character, being goods which would ordinarily 
be handled by the class of business referred to thereon :— 

(.) Pencils, ordinary wooden, worded “J. Alman, Stationer, 
Sy dney ” (but the same pencils worded “ L.M.N. 
Insurance Coy.” would be classifiable under No. 389). 

(ii1.) Tumblers marked ‘ N.S.W. Railways” for purposes of 
identification. 

(iii.) Lines such as bottle stoppers or capsules, imported 
for putting up goods in Australia, which bear the 
Australian supplier’s name and trade and/or words 
referring to the commodity to which the stoppers or 
capsules will ultimately be applied. 

Nos. 356(4) anp 389. 

(1) Inner containers, imported containing goods. 

(1) Inner santeleat imported containing goods are ‘Autiable 
under No. 356(A) (as to containers made of paper) or No. 389 
(as to containers other than those made of paper), when the 
containers are of an advertising character. 

(2) Containers shall not however be regarded as advertising in 
character if bearing only wording as follows :— 

(a) Any wording or brand relating to any or all of the goods 
made by the manufacturer of the goods enclosed in the 
containers. (The term ‘‘ manufacturer” here used, 
applies only to an actual maker of goods abroad, or to 
a factor abroad who has goeds made to his exclusive 
order.) 

(b) The name, address, and style of business of tlie importer, 
or Australian vendor (the term “style of business ” may 
include only such generic designations as “ draper” or 
“drapery,” ‘‘ironmonger” or “ hardware,” ‘ universal 
provider,” &c. 


Advertising Matter by Post. 

(in) Duty is levied on advertising catalogues, price lists, trade 
circulars, and all advertising matter introduced through the 
post, even when forwarded in single copies addressed to 
individuals, provided that when the duty on the total quantity 
posted by the consignor by any one mail to any one State of 
the Commonwealth does not exceed one shilling, payment of 
duty is waived. If there is reasonable ground for belief that 
this concession is being abused by the distribution of a con- 
signment over more than one mail, the whole of the matter 
affected is to be charged duty. 

(x) Duty may be paid by either of the following methods :— 

(a) At the Commonwealth Office, London, where adhesive 
stamps will be issued for attachment to the postal 
matter to indicate that duty has been paid. Consignors 

paying thus will be required to furnish particulars of 
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the amount posted to each State, so that separate 
accounts may be kept; 

(b) by remitting to the Deputy Postmaster-General of each 
State (for transmission to the Customs) a sum covering 
the total amount of advertising matter addressed to 
such State ; 

(c) At the Customs House in the receiving State by con- 
signors’ agent. 

(0) If payment be not made by any of above-mentioned methods, 
the duty will be collected from the addressee by surcharge by 
the Postal Department (for the Customs).

Advertising matter used as wrappings, &c. 


(7) Duty is not charged on advertising leaflets or pamphlets 
wrapped around goods within cartons (e.g. bottled or tinned 
goods such as medicines and foods), if it is clear that the 
packing of the goods is regular and ordinary. This exemption 
does not extend to wrappers around samples, nor to printed 
matter enclosed in cartons containing e.g. hats. 

Advertising matter enclosed in outer packages. 

(v) When goods are imported having a single loose advertising 
card or sheet of paper or metal enclosed in each outer package, 
and advertising the goods contained therein or goods by the 
same manufacturer, such card or sheet may be delivered free 
of duty unless the duty exceed £1 on the total shipment, in 
which case full duty is to be charged. 

(s) When such sheets or cards are imported in a separate package, 
or when there is more than one in each package, duty is to be 
charged thereon. 

Advertising insets in magazines, &c. 


(t) Duty is charged on advertising insets contained in magazines 
or similar publications, whether imported by post or otherwise, 
when loose, gummed, in postcard form, or sewn or otherwise 
fastened in but perforated for the purpose of being detached. 

(u) This does not, however, apply to the ordinary advertising pages 
which clearly form part of the magazines, and which usually 
(though not always) bear consecutive Roman numerals or are 
paged consecutively with the literary contents.

Import ey tation of potatoes into the Union of South Africa. 
eeeeees It states that from the lst July potatoes imported 
into the Union from oversea will not be. sorted as was done im the 
past importing season, but will be fumigated with formaldehyd gas. 
A fee of 6d. per case will be charged for the treatment. Any con- 
signment found on arrival to be infected with black scab or warty 
disease will not be accepted for admittance into the country, and any 
found infected with bacterial disease may also be excluded. A sworn 
statement from the consignor setting forth the place of origin of the 
potatoes will be required with respect to each consignment. A state- 
ment from the Department of Agriculture of the country of origin 
certifying that black scab has never been known to exist within 5 
miles of the place of origin will also be required, unless the Govern- 
ment of the country of origin has assured the Union Government that 
the disease named is non-existent im its territory, or unless the con- 
signee produces a certificate from the Government of the country of 
ovigin certifying that no case of disease has been known in the 
country, shire, or other such territorial division in which the declared 
place of origin is situated within a period of nine months.

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
translation of a recent Circular of the Servian 
Minister of Finance laying down regulations 
respecting the importation into Servia of sac- 
charine and other similar sweetening substances 
and of medicines. 

The Servian Customs Tariff provides that sac- 
charine and similar sweetening substances may only be imported by 
druggists and apothecaries, and the Circular now lays down that 
such importations may only be effected through the Belgrade Customs 
house on the Save. All other medicines imported into Servia may 
also only be cleared through the Belgrade Customs houses at ths 
railway station and on the Save, and all postal packets containing 
medicines are to be forwarded to the Save Customs house for clear- 
ance. 

Importers are required to submit, in addition to the ordinary 
declaration for the clearance of saccharine and similar sweetening 
substances and medicines, the original bill (invoice) of the manu- 
facturer or sender, stating the exact quality, kind and quantity 
of every separate package of medicine. They must also furnish a 
written statement that the articles are for use in their stores, giving 
at the same time the net weight of the articles and the form in which 
they are imported. Packets and bottles not imported in their 
original wrappers, in which their contents and weight are stated, are 
to be examined by the chemical laboratory of the Customs house, 
as also are bottles and packages imported in their original wrappers 
in the event of any suspicion existing as to their accuracy. (C. 6,139.)

published in the ‘“ Bulletin of Laws” No. 96 (Series I.), dated 
18th June. The Law, which will have effect for fifteen years from 
14th January, 1913, grants bounties to shipbuilding firms situated 
within the Russian Empire for merchant vessels built of metal and 
intended for service in foreign waters or on the River Danube, upon 
the registry of the vessel at a Russian port, provided the vessel was 
laid down after the promulgation of the Law, 1.e. 18th June, 1912. 
(Finland and certain other districts are excluded from these bounties). 

The bounties are calculated on the registered tonnage of the vessel’s 
gross capacity, and are on a graduated scale, varying, in the case of 
mechanically propelled vessels, from 105 roubles per ton for vessels of 
125 tons and less to 65 roubles per ton for vessels exceeding 3,000 
tons. The bounty on sailing vessels with auxiliary mechanical pro- 
pulsion varies from 84 roubles per ton for vessels of 125 tons and 
under to 52 roubles per ton for vessels exceeding 3,000 tons. 
Bounties are also to be paid for repairs and the installation of new 
machinery. After the bounties have been in force for ten years they 
will undergo an annual reduction of six per cent. 

It is to be noted that the Law of 14th July, 1908, respecting the 
admission, duty free, from abroad of iron sea-going vessels will remain 
in force until 14th January, 1928, as stated in the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of Lith July, p. 100.

CHINA. 


Adverting to the article on pp. 219-221 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 3rd August, 1911, relative to the 
progress of railway construction in China, the 
following particulars in connection therewith are 
taken from the “ Abstract of Statistics and Report 
on the Foreign Trade of China” for 1911, recently published by order 
of the Inspector-General of the Chinese Imperial Customs :— 

On 20th January, 1911, the first portion of the southern section 
of the Tientsin-Pukow Railway was opened to public traffic for a 
distance of some 94 miles from a point on the bank of the Yangtze, 
almost opposite to Nanking, where the river is about three-quarters 
of amile broad. Itis not yet finally decided how the connection with 
the Nanking-Shanghai Railway on the Nanking side will be made, 
whether by train-ferry, bridging, tunnelling, or other means. Con- 
struction work on the Tientsin—Pukow Railway is understood to be 
now practically completed, with the exception of the bridge over the 
Yellow River. The total length of the line is 626 miles. Since the 
retreat along it from Nanking of the Imperial General Chang Hsiin, 
the railway has been in military occupation, either by Imperialists or 
Republicans—a fact which has hitherto prevented its formal opening 
to public traffic. 

Through traffic on the Canton-Kowloon Railway was inaugurated 
on 4th October last. It is well patronised by passengers, but the 
conveyance of goods is still in its infancy. There were interruptions 
to traffic in November and December, owing to political causes; but 
the through service has since been resumed. Progress on the Canton— 
Hankow Railway has again been slow, and little has been added to the 
preceding year’s record. A section in Hunan Province, from Changsha 
to Kichow, of this railway was, however, opened to traffic on 10th 
September, 1911. A considerable amount of work was done on the 
Sunning Railway (Canton Province), and the line has now been con- 
nected with the city of Kongmoon. The Yunnan Railway suffered 
much damage from the effects of torrential rains during the summer. 
Traffic was practically at a standstill during the September quarter ; 
and although through connection with Yunnan was restored to a 
certain extent by the end of the year, it is still threatened by the fact 
that at one point a mountain is gradually sliding down on the railway 
track. In Central China, beyond a few deliveries of rails at Wuhu, 
no progress is recorded on the projected Anhwei Railway. 

Work on the Ch’uan-Han Railway at Ichang has entirely ceased. 
In the north, the newly converted broad gauge portion of the Antung— 
Mukden section of the South Manchuria Railway was opened to traffic 
on lst November. The Yalu River railway bridge, in spite of the 
serious accident in June, was also opened for traffic on the same 
date.

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MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY. 
RUSSIA. 


In an article on the Russian iron industry the “ Frankfurter Zeitung” 
of 11th July states that large iron works in the 
Iron Industry. Donetz Basin are obtaining pig iron at high prices 
from Siberia, whilst works situated in South- 
west Russia are procuring pig iron from the Urals. The production 
of pig iron in the Urals is developing. The demand for metal 
roofing is constantly on the increase, a circumstance which has led 
the works of Count Shuvalov to raise their yearly production from 
600,000 to 2,000,000 pouds. The “ Prodameta” Syndicate works 
received orders during the first quarter of 1912 for iron sheets, 
sleepers, rims, axles, rod and shaped iron, rails, &c. to the extent of 
4832 million pouds, as compared with 394 million pouds for the corres- 
ponding period in 1911.

SWEDEN. 


H.M. Consul at Stockholm (Mr. H. M. Villiers, M.V.O.) reports that, 
in view of the International Geological Congress 

Coal Deposits. to be held in Canada next year, Dr. Edward 

Erdmann is drawing up a report in English which 
will be entitled, ‘The Coal Resources of Sweden.” Dr. Erdmann 
has furnished a summary of the report, from which it appears that 
the total Swedish deposits of coal are estimated to be about 
106,500,000 tons. The most important mines are situated in the 
north-western part of the province of Skane, between Héganis, 
Skelderviken, Hallandsas, Soderasen, Billesholm and Glumsléf (north 
of Landskrona) towards the Sound. The formation consists alter- 
nately of sandstone, clay and slate, with coal strata between; only 
the two lowest strata of the formation series are considered of 
commercial value. 

Dr. Erdmann mentions that although he has calculated that com- 
mercial coal in workable deposits in Sweden amounts to 106,500,000 
tons, this must be taken to be the minimum quantity ; the maximum 
quantity might be estimated approximately at 300,000,000 tons. He 
is of opinion that the importation of coal will decrease, owing to the 
utilisation of waterfalls for power production, and to the existence of 
peat and bituminous slate deposits. (15,180.) 


GERMAN SOUTH-WEST AFRICA. 


H1.M. Consul at Liideritzbucht (Mr. E. Miiller) reports that 
C —_—" 29,600 tons of copper ore, 1,420 tons of copper 
a cakes, and 900 tons of lead from the T'sumch and 
Otavi Valley copper mines were sent to Swakopmund for shipment 
during the twelve months ended 31st March, 1912. These figures 
show an all-round reduction on those for 1910-11 which were as 
follows, viz.:—31,600 tons of copper ore, 2,220 tons of copper cakes, 
and 2,040 tons of lead. (14,587.)

The larger consumption of Spanish coal may be chiefly attributed 
to the establishment of local patent fuel works and to the increasing 
production of local coke ovens consuming “smalls” from Asturias 
and Leon mines. As the workings in Spanish mines go deeper so 
does the quality improve. 

The recent coal strike in the United Kingdom has led to proposals 
which, if carried out, will stimulate Spanish production. The Spanish 
Government caused an enquiry to be held respecting the potentialities of 
the coalfields, their quantity and quality, and though nothing practical 
has yet been done, legislation may some day be introduced to reduce 
taxation on coal mines and railway rates on coal, and possibly sub- 
sidise, or in other ways encourage, the exploitation of known coalfields. 





MEXICO. 


H.M. Legation at Mexico City report the publication in the ‘ Diario 
Oficial” of 5th June of the terms of a concession 
granted for ten years by the Ministry of Fomento 
to the ‘‘ Compafiia Trans-continental de Petroleo ” 
for the exploitation of oil wells on the company’s 
lands in the States of Hidalgo, San Luis Potosi, 
Tamaulipas and Veracruz. ‘The company are 
authorised to lay pipe lines and also to build a light railway to 
facilitate the laying and repairing of the pipe lines. All boring 
machinery, piping, &c. necessary for the exploitation of the wells 
may be imported free of duty. (C. 5,683.) 
H. M. Legation also report the grant of a concession for twenty 
years to Messrs. F’. Robleda, J. Cos, and L. A. Brito, to prospect for 
and exploit oil wells and deposits of carburetted hydrogen gas in the 
neighbourhood of rivers and marsh lands under Federal jurisdiction, 
and also within circles of 100 kiloms. (about 62 miles) radius of 
Panuco, Papantla, and Minatitlan, in the State of Vera Cruz, and 
Soto la Marina, State of Tamaulipas. The contractors undertake to 
pay a royalty on the profits of each financial year of 7 per cent. to 
the Federal Treasury, and 3 per cent. to the Treasury of the State 
in which the oil wells are situated. (C. 5,897.)

GREECE. 


H.M. Consul at Patras (Mr. F. B. Wood, 1.8.0.) reports, under date 
6th July, that the growing crop of currants in that 
district promises to be a fine and abundant one if 
in the Patras =the weather continues favourable during the 
maaeees. month. ‘The present estimate is for a total crop 
of from 165,000 to 170,000 tons, which after allowing for the reten- 
tion of 35 per cent. of the Morea fruit and 40 per cent. of the produce 
of the Ionian islands, would leave, with some 7,500 tons of old 
currants and retention warrants, about 152,500 tons available for 
export, or about 10,000 to 15,000 tons more than the average annual 
export of the last few years. It must be borne in mind, however, 
that the “ Société Hellenique de Vins et Spiritueux” buys a large 
quantity of the fresh fruit for wine making, the purchases last year 
being equivalent to about 7,000 tons of dried currants, and these 
purchases must be deducted from the amount shown as available for 
export. 


Crop Prospects 
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Agricultural and Forest Products. 





The sultana crop of Argolis and Corinth promises to be fine and 
abundant and is estimated at between 2,500 and 3,000 tons. Like 
the currant crop, it has been favoured by the weather, and none of 
the maladies which occasionally affect these crops has appeared. 

The olive otl yield will be very moderate, but this, says the Consul, 
is to be expected after last season’s plentiful production. 

Cereals have been fine and abundant throughout the district. The 
tobacco crop has suffered from extreme drought. (15,255.) 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


H.M. Consul at Portland, Oregon (Mr. J. Laidlaw) writes, under date 
27th June, that the Oregon Horticultural Com- 


a a missioner reports that the growing crop of plums 
> ta in that State is very light. In a very few favoured 


orchards, as nearly as can now be estimated, there 
is 75 per cent. of a normal crop, and from present appearances the 
average of the plum producing districts in Oregon will not exceed 
one-third of a normal crop. Other reliable authorities estimate that 
from present appearances the crop of dried prunes in Oregon will be 
between 30 and 40 per cent. of the normal yield. In the month of 
August there is usually a crop of immature fruit which cannot now be 
estimated, though it will probably be light in view of the lightly 
laden trees at the present time. 

The crop of Clarke Co., Washington, which normally is about 
8,000,000 lbs. of dried prunes, is reported to be only about 25 per cent. 
of a normal crop. 

The normal crop of Oregon and Washington is about 30,000,000 Ibs. 
of dried prunes. 

In Idaho there is prospect of a good average crop, but the product 
of this State is usually marketed undried. (15,034.) 





BRAZIL: 


The following information is from the report by the British Vice- 
Consul at Santos (Mr. R. A. Sandall) on the trade of that port in 1911,

‘The 
weekly increase in wages during June was larger than the total 
weekly increase in the previous five months. 

In the iron and steel, tinplate, and engineering trades employment 
was very good. It continued good in the textile trades, but showed 
a slight decline as compared with a month ago. The ship repairing 
industry in London was much affected by the dock strike. 

As compared with a year ago most of the principal industries 
showed an improvement, which was most marked in the iron and 
steel, tinplate, textile, boot and shoe, and glass trades. 

In the 890 trade unions, with a net membership of 833,940, making 
returns, 20,698 (or 2°5 per cent.), were returned as unemployed at 
the end of June, 1912, compared with 2°7 per cent. at the end of 
May, 1912, and 3-0 per ‘cant. at the end of June, 1911.

Those firms which cater specially for the working classes are feeling, 
with increasing effect, the competition of the Workmen’s Co-operative 
Associations (Arbeiterkonsumvereine). ‘lhese associations are spread- 
ing rapidly, the number belonging to the Central Union having 
increased from 959 with 879,221 members, and a capital of 26,061,243 
marks in 1907, to 1,142 with 1,315,422 members, and a capital of 
41,368,787 marks in 1911. There also belong to the Union 39 
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Miscellaneous. 





co-operative producing associations, consuming their own produce, 
whose production amounted to 81,000,000 marks in 1911. The 
Union also has a central office, through which the associations can 
buy the various goods they need, should they so desire. This 
economic movement among the working classes in Germany merits 
careful attention, for it seems likely that in course of time these 
Associations will in all probability monopolise at least the victualling 
trade of this vast section of the population. (14,160.) 





MEXICO. 


H.M. Legation at Mexico City report the publication of a contract 
between the Mexican Ministry of Fomento and 
Sefiores Rodolfo Zuniga, Manuel Sandoval and 
Luis Ibarra for the exploitation of the fisheries in 
the territorial waters lying between the mouth of the Ameca river, 
in the Territory of Tepic, and the port of Manzanillo, in the State of 
Colima.

This publication, 
which contains much more detailed and exhaustive information than can 
be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives in the first volume abstract tables 
for the years 1907-1911, and detailed statements of imports and exports 
of each article consigned from and to each country. 

The second volume will contain details as to Customs revenue, 
transhipments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the 
United Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of 
the trade at each port of the United Kingdom; and in the supplement a 
classification on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual 
Statement” for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal.” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, 8.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, K.C., for the necessary form of 
application, 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the Register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British Trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1911, 1,091 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 142,032) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,130 
Circular letters and copies totalling 74,203 sent out in 1910. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade load below).

NATIONAL INSURANCE ACT, 1911. 
Part II. Unemployment Insurazice. 

Whereas on the 24th day of June, 1912, the Board of Trade gave 
notice, pursuant to Section 113 (1) of the National Insurance Act, 
1911, that they proposed to make a Special Order under Section 104 
of the National Insurance Act, excluding the following employments 
from the occupations which are to be deemed employment in an 
insured trade for the purposes of Part II. of the Act (Unemployment 
Insurance) :— 

(1) The drivers or attendants of any vehicle. 

(2) Stablemen or other workmen employed in tending 
horses or to clean any vehicle. 

(3) Woodcarvers. 

(4) Workmen employed in the manufacture and fitting of 
upholstery for the purpose of the construction, alteration, 
repair or decoration of buildings, ships, boats or other craft.

451. Persons engaged in the manufacture of emery wheels 
which are not made in a mechanical engineering establishment solely 
for use in that establishment. (Application 75.) 


454, Workmen employed by a local authority, and described as 
truckmen, employed in the tramways department, examining trucks 
and brakes. (Application 64.) 


455. Workmen employed by an electric supply company, and 
engaged in the work of— 


(1) Cleaning, overhauling, repair and general maintenance 
of arc lamps and incandescent lamps. 

(2) Carpenters and assistants making removable meter 
brackets. 

(3) Meter fixers, fixing removable meters and brackets. 

(4) Fuse hands. 

(5) Boiler cleaners. 

(6) Wiremen fitting up temporary wires and appliances in 
the show room, making joints and carrying out experiments 
and tests. (Application 44.) 


460. (1) Workmen employed at collieries who are engaged 
wholly or mainly in the work of inspecting and adjusting the 
electrical installation. 

(2) Workmen employed at collieries who are engaged in 
sinking operations. 

(3) Sawyers employed at collieries who are engaged in 
sawing timber for colliery purposes. 

(4) Workmen described as colliery carpenters and colliery 
joiners and their assistants who are engaged in work at collieries 
and are not engaged wholly or mainly on buildings. 

(5) Workmen described as colliery fitters, colliery black- 
smiths and their assistants who are engaged wholly or mainly in 
maintaining colliery plant at the collieries and not in the en- 
gineering workshops. 

(6) Colliery masons, bricklayers, painters, plumbers and 
their labourers who are engaged wholly or mainly in maintaining 
at the collieries, colliery plant and works (other than buildings). 

(7) Workmen engaged at collieries in the work of keeping 
in order pit tubs and trams at the collieries. (Applications 172 
and 173). 

463. Workmen employed at iron, steel and coke works, and 
engaged in the work of inspection, adjustment (other than the repair) 
of machinery. (Application 153.) 

464. Workmen engaged in the repair of blast furnace and steel 
works plant (other than machinery and buildings). (Application 158.) 
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466. Workmen employed by railway companies, and described as 
follows :—

469. A workman employed by a colliery company, and described 
as a colliery carpenter and joiner, who is engaged in making and 
repairing air doors, roller frames, &c. for underground use and doing 
other work at the colliery and is not engaged wholly or mainly on 
buildings. (Application 172.) 

471. Workmen employed by a firm of electrical engineers, and 
engaged wholly or mainly in the work of telephone wiring and 
repairs. 

472. Workmen engaged in making and repairing steel barrows 
for ashes. 

473. Workmen employed at collieries, and engaged in pit sinking. 
(Application 171.) 

474. Workmen engaged in making tin and copper ships’ lamps, 
cooking utensils, &c. 

475. Workmen engaged in making band saws and band knives. 

477. Workmen employed by the Army Ordnance Department, and 
engaged in the work of custody and examination, &c., of small arms. 


480. Workmen employed by a locomotive company, and engaged 
wholly or mainly as : 
Engravers, packers, locomotive engine keepers, storemen, 
shop clerks, messengers, boys (message) (in office or under 16 
years of age), paviors, gate keepers, watchmen, platelayers. 
482. Workmen employed ataslate quarry, and engaged in making 
slates and in removing rock or rubbish.

(1) Making and repairing barrels and casks for use in 


works. 
(2) Discharging and loading materials used in making 


chemicals, and also manufacture of goods. 
(3) Engine oilers (not repairing machinery). 
(4) Shunters. 
487. Workmen employed at an iron works wholly or mainly in 
driving, tenting or minding the machinery, and not wholly or mainly 
employed in upkeep and repair of machinery, and described as 


follows :— 
Blast engine driver, lift or hoist engine drivers, boiler 


minders and cleaners, engine driver of slag-breaking plant, 
machinery tenter of slag-breaking plant, locomotive drivers, 
cleaners and shunters. 

488. Workmen employed by an electric supply company, and 
described as follows :— 

(1) Boiler cleaners,

521. Workmen engaged in making, drilling, &c., forgings for 
fences, hurdles and gates.
